Bill PASMS. 


The Original Bill Framed by the 


Pacific Coait Peopto Proved 


Too Drastic J 


Washington. April 177—The drastic 


Chinese exclusion 
bill 
originally 


framed by the senators and represen- 
tatives from the Pacific states met 
defeat in the senate, and In its place 
was substituted a measure offered by 
Mr. Platt (Conn.) extending the pro- 
visions of the present -exclusion law 
end also applying that exclusion to all 
Insular territory under the jurisdiction 
of tie United States. , The vote uy 
which, the substitute took the place 
of the original bill was 48 to 33. Once 
th« substitution, had -been made, all 
senators joined ia. its support ivith 
the single exception ojt Mr. Hoar. 
Some minor conditions ™ere made, z£~ 
mltting Chinese persons connected 
with national expositions, and provid- 
ing for certificates of-Identification of 
Chinese in our insular possessions. 


The s«aate failed to substitute the 


enacting clause of the house bill for 
the senate measure, so that the bill 
will no\r go to the house as an original 
measure, and, from a parliamentary 
standpoint, wilt have to be acted on 
an-d treated the same as though th-e 
house had not passed a Chinese exclu- 
sion liill already.

the nearest American force.

W'fceaton, reporting to th.e division 
headquarters, says that all resistance 
in h.is d-epa.rtuient has eccled, and tbat 
tht; surrender just announced mean 
that the ports will be opened and that 
the Filipinos in the detention camps 
can be allowed to return, to their 
homes in time to plant the crops. 


General WJieatou is especially pleas- 


ed with General Bell's care of the na- 
tives confined in the -camps. The of- 
ficers in charge are held personally 
responsible for the quality and Quan- 
tity of the food served out and for 
the gen-era 1 welfare o£ the occupants 
of the csmps. After ecourins the 
monntaln passes G-eae-ral Bcli-»ein- 
ployed l>olomen for protection, agaiiist 
ladroncism. Numbers of Filipinos vol- 
unteered and expressed the liveliest 
satisfaction at the treatment accorded 
to themselves and to their families 
who were in the concentration camps. 


A-bout 3,300 rifles hav« been receiv- 


ed by the American officers in Batan- 


as and Lag-una provinces during the 


past four months. General Malvav 
personally requested 
an interview 


with General Bell in order to make 
comjilete his submission. 


The lack of news from the island 


of Satoar is due to a defective cable. 
It is believed, however, that the Amer- 
ican commander there has received 
the surrender of all the belligerents 
in Saraar unless the planned proceed- 
ings were altered.
